U The relationship between building facades and the
public realm (the area within the public right-of-way that
typically includes sidewalks, streets and other public
improvements)

U The relationship of buildings to one another, and the
scale and character of streets

* Form-based codes produce predictable results in the
form and character of buildings and the public realm
